RESOLUTIONS, 


PETITIOy,  AND  CLASSIFICATION  OF   ARTTCLKS  FOR  DU- 
TIES,  ADOPTED  AT  A  PUBLIC  MEETING  OF  DELEGATES 
CONVENED  IN  TORONTO,  THE  l4ni  OF  APRIL,  1858, 
TO  CONSIDER  'ITIE  NECESSITY  OF  RE-ADJUST- 
ING THE  PRKSENT   CISTOMS'  TARIFF. 


The  prosent  movement  in  favour  of  siieh  n  re- adjust- 
ment of  tlie  Tarill'as  will  atford  greater  eneouragenient 
to  Home  manufactures,  was  inaugurated  in  Upper  Can- 
ada at  a  numerous  meeting  of  gentlemen  favourable  to 
the  objec;!,  held  at  the  Rooms  of  the  Board  of  Arts  and 
Manufactures,  in  Toronto,  on  the  24th,  nit.  At  that 
Meeting,  resolutions  were  passed  appointing  a  Commit- 
tee to  make  the  necessary  arrangement  for  a  General 
Meeting  of  Merchants,  Manufactures  and  others  inter- 
ested, to  be  held  in  Toronto,  on  the  14th  of  April,  inst. 
In  accordance  with  these  resolutions,  the  Committee 
placed  themselves  in  communication  with  the  Tariff 
Keform  Association  of  Montreal,  which  has  been  ac- 
tively engaged  for  the  last  two  years  in  urging  the  ne- 
«;essity  of  carrying  out  the  changes  here  proposed. 
Circulars  were  also  sent  to  the  principal  Mamifacturers 
in  all  parts  of  Canada,  inviting  their  co-operation,  and 
a  scale  of  duties  submitted  for  their  consideration  at  the 
general  meeting. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway,  to  convey  delegates  to  and  from  the  meeting, 
for  one  fare,  with  the  view  insuring  a  large  attendance 
irom  distant  parts  of  the  country.  Previous  to  the  Gene- 
ral Meeting,  a  preliminary  meeting  of  Delegates  was  held 
at  the  Rooms  of  the  Board  of  Arts  and  Manufactures, 
wherethe  schedules  ofduties  recommended  by  the  Mon- 
treal and  Toronto  Committees,  were  discussed,  and  the 
classification  of  articles  embodied  in  the  following  Re- 
port agreed  upon,  to  be  submitted  to  the  meeting

POSTULAT  \:H. 

1.  All  raw  material  upon  whicli  IIkmt  is  but  a  small  amount  of  laboiTr 
expeiuled  |)rior  In  its  iiiiportation,  and  loaviii};  llie  lari'.cr  propoiiion  of  labour 
to  be  p<  rlbiinod  in  (.'nnada,  it  is  considered  should  be  adiiiilttd  IVoe,  or  at 
a  duty  not  to  exceed  2i  per  cent. 

2.  All  articles  entering  largely  into  consumpti  n  in  this  country,  and 
which  Canada  cannot  pioduce,  such  as  Tea,  ColVee,  J^Uffar,  Molassess,  &.C., 
tihould  not  1)11  charged  with  a  hi^^h  rale  of  duty,  but  should  be  admitted  fret 
or  at  the  lowest  possible  rate  consistent  with  the  requiiements  of  the  I^ev- 
enue. 

3.  Mfirchandize  in  the  Dry  (loods,  Hardware  and  Croikery  Trade*, 
being  articles  of  luxury  or  for  use,  and  not  likely  for  some  time  to  be 
manufactured  in  tiiis  country,  and  of  wh  chsome  are  used  to  form  parts  of  the 
goods  and  wares  manufactured  in  Canada,  should  be  cliarg  ble  wilh  a 
mi'dium  rate  of  duty  of  aL'OUt  15  per  cent,  as  at  present,  or  iioi  to  exceed 
20  per  cent,  but  at  the  rate  of  about  10  per  cent  below  what  may  be  charg- 
ed on  articles  coming  directly  into  competition  with  our  own  manufactured 
productions. 

4.  All  manufaclures  in  Wood,  Iron,  Tin,  Brass,  Copper,  Leather, 
India  Rubber,  &c  ,  cumpetitig  with  our  industrial  products,  as  more  fully 
specified  in  the  proposed  list  of  articles  and  duties,  now  submitted  and  adopt- 
ed, should  be  charged  a  duty  of  about  25  per  cent,  excepting  :  — 

*  Books,  Drawings,  (Sjc,  which  should  be  charged  with  a  duty  of  10  to 
15  per  cent. 

Cottons  and  Woollens,  Cordage,  Line?,  and  Twines,  20  per  cent. 

Clothing  and  Wearing  Apparel,  30  per  cent.

That  your  memorialists  desire  to  call  the  Jitteiitioii 
of  your  llonorahle  Jfouse  1o  the  depression  whieli  all 
brandies  of  manufaetures  and  commerre  now  sutli^r  in 
the  Provin(!C,  and  to  the  necessity  tliat  exists  for  a  con- 
sideration of  the  causes  to  which  this  dcj)ression  is 
wholly  or  in  part  attrihutable. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  mcmoralists,  \hr.  diHi- 
eulties  now  experienced  hy  all  classes  ot  the  commu- 
Jiity,  are  iii  a  large  decree,  the  consequence  of  the  un- 
iiiir  conifK^titioii  to  which  the  present  tarilf  of  the  Prov- 
ince exposes  its  various  branches  of  industry;  and  that 
with  a  view  to  the  promotion  of  «i-eneral  prosperity — a 
re-adjustment  of  the  scale  of  duties  levied  upon  imi>orts, 
has  become  an  absolute  necessity. 

That  the  existinj^  tariff  is  based  upon  erroneous 
principles,  inasmuch  as  it  admits,  at  low  rates  of  duty, 
the  manufactures  of  other  countries,  which  are  thus 
brought  into  collision  with  a  class  of  labor  now  in  Can- 
ada not  fitted  for  agricultural  pursuits;  and  charges 
high  rates  on  articles  that  cannot  be  produced  witliin 
our  boundaries. 

That  apart  from  the  prevailing  depression,  the 
present  Provincial  tarilf  operates  disadvantageously  by 
preventing  the  influx  of  capital,  which  under  due  en- 
couragement, would  be  introduced  and  applied  for  the 
development  of  our  natural  resources ;  and,  moreover, 
to  limit  the  scope  of  industry  as  to  offer  impediments 
in  the  way  of  skill,  and  largely  lesson  the  attractiveness 
of  Canada  as  a  field  for  immigration. 

That  a  re-adjustment  of  the  tariff,  if  governed  by 
principles  in  themselves  just,  will  materially  benefit 
every  class  of  the  community,  without  in  any  manner 
crippling  the  Customs  revenue. 


That  in  i\w  in(l<jfrnenl  of  your  momorialislH  siu-h  a 
rp-adjiistmcnt  should  i<'('o<4iii/e  sis  distiuctivo  priiit'ij>l(vs. 
The  ndiiiissioii,  duty  freo,  or  at  low  ratrs  of  duly,  rsnv 
matoriiiis  lor  manivhu'tiire  not  produced  in  the  proviiK'e. 
The  adnii-ision,  tree  of  duty,  or  at  low  rates,  ol  articles 
entering-  lariidy  int(»  ^(Mieral  consuni})tion  and  not  coin- 
pctini»'  with  the  natural  })roducts  of  Canada, — and  the 
Icveying'ot'hiiJi'hcr  duties  uj)on  articles  enterin.'j^  intoconi- 
petion  with  articl(\s  nianulactured,  or  which  with  due 
encouranement,  may  b(>  manufactured  by  our  people. 

That  your  memorialists,  represent iii'i;'  diversilied 
industrial  and  mercantile  interests,  and  havini>f  am})le 
opportiniities  ot  ascertaininii  the  wants  and  convictions 
of  the  classes  witli  whom  they  co-operate,  ur^e  upon 
Your  Hon.  House  tlic^  expediency,  in  the  chaniie  of  the 
tarilf  sought,  of  proceedin<j;' upon  the  following-  positions 
as  guiding  points  in  the  work  of  tarill" reform  : — 

1.  All  raw  materiid  upon  which  there  is  but  a  small 
amount  of  Idhor  expended  prior  to  its  importation,  and 
leaving  tlu;  larger  proportioji  of  labour  to  be  performed 
in  Canada,  it  is  considered  should  bo  admitted  free,  or 
at  a  duty  not  to  exceed  2\  per  cent. 

2.  Articles  entering  largely  into  consumption  in  this 
country,  and  which  Canada  cannot  produce,  such  as 
Tea,  Coifee,  raw  Sugar,  Molasses,  &,c.,  should  not  be 
charged  with  a  high  rate  of  duty,  but  should  be  admit- 
ted free  or  at  the  lowest  possible  rate  consistent  with 
tlie  requirements  of  the  Revenue. 

3.  Merchandize  in  the  Dry  Goods,  Hardware  and 
Crockery  Trades,  being  articles  of  luxury  or  for  us(>,  and 
not  likely  for  some  time  to  b(^  manufactured  in  this 
country,  and  of  which  some  are  used  to  form  })ans  of 
the  goods  and  wares  manufactured  in  Canada,  should  be 
chargeable  with  a  medium  rate  of  duty  of  about  15  per 
cent,  as  at  present,  or  not  to  exceed  20  per  cent,  but  at 
the  rate  of  about  10  per  cent  below  what  may  be  charg- 
ed on  articles  conjing  directly  into  competition  with  our 
own  manufactured  products. 
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4.  All  manufactures  in  Wood,  Iron,  Tin,  Brass,  Cop- 
per, Leather,  India  Rubber,  &.C.,  cornpetinaf  with  our 
industrial  products,  as  more  fully  specified  in  the  pro- 
posed list  of  articles  and  duties,  now  submitted  and 
adopted,  should  be  charged  a  duty  of  about  25  per  cent, 
excepting : — 

Books,  Drawinj^s,  &c.,  which  should  be  charged  with 
a  duty  of  10  to  15  per  cent. 

Cottons  and  WoUens,  Cordage,  Lines,  and  Twines, 
with  a  duty  of  20  per  cent. 

Clothing  and  Wearing  Apparel,  with  a  duty  of  30  per 
cent. 

That  your  memorialists,  believing  that  the  im- 
mediate effect  of  a  revision  of  the  taritf  according  to 
the  scale  now  suggested,  will  be  to  mitigate  the  des- 
pondency perceptible  in  every  quarter,  to  create  a  feel- 
ing of  confidence  in  the  minds  of  resident  capitalists,  to 
attract  the  attention  of  foreigners  to  our  magnificent 
manufacturing  resources,  to  stimulate  enterprise  among 
our  mechanics  and  artizans,  and  import  fresh  vigour  to 
our  agricultural  population. 

That  your  memoralists  in  conclusion,  respectfully 
praythat  Your  lion.  House  will  be  pleased  to  give  prompt 
consideration  to  the  whole  subject,  and  adopted  without 
delay  such  changes  as  may  be  found  essential  to  the 
promotion  of  the  great  public  interests  that  are  involved, 
and  as  to  your  wisdom  may  seem  meet.

INTERVIEW  WITH  THE  INSPECTOR  GENERAL 

On  the  16th  Inst.,  a  deputation  from  the  Executive 
Committee  waited  by  appointment  on  the  Inspector 
General  at  the  Council  Office.  The  deputation  consis- 
ted of  the  following  members  of  the  Executive  Com-

With  the  Inspector  General  were  the  Premier,  and  the  Hon.  Geo.  E.  Cartler. 

Messrs  Jarvis  and  Rodden  having  explained  the  ob- 
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ject  of  the  interview,  the  Inspector  Cciieral  replied,  that 
the  (Government  was  disposed  to  carry  out  the  viev^s  of 
the  deputation  as  far  as  eonsistent  with  tlie  general 
interests  oi'  the  eountry,  and  t\w  requirements  of  the 
Kevenue,  and  that  measures  would  he  suhnjitted  durin;^ 
the  present  session,  which,  if  they  did  not  meet  their 
views  in  all  eases  would  he  helieve  he  generally  satis- 
favAory. 

Several  gentlemen  present  <Mitcred  into  explanations 
respeetinjj  the  requirements  of  their  particular  branchei* 
of  trade,  and  urged  upon  the  Inspe(!tor  General  and  the 
other  Memb(!rs  of  the  Government  i)resent  the  necessity 
for  immediate  legislation  on  this  important  question. 
In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr.  McGee,  whether  the 
modifications  in  the  tariff  to  be  introduced  were  likely 
to  meet  the  views  of  the  gentlemen  present,  the  Inspec- 
tor General  replii'd,  that  the  tarriif  would  certainly  be 
adjusted  with  the  view  of  so  equalizing  the  duties 
as  to  place  all  branches  of  trade  on  a  more  equal  footing 
and  encouraging  our  home  industry. 

It  is  impossible  in  this  place  to  enter  upon  a  discussion 
of  the  measures  recommended  in  this  report — they  will 
at  once  commend  themselves  to  all  who  are  disposed  to 
give  them  due  consideration.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
much  misapprehension  exists,  and  much  misrepresent- 
ation is  resorted  to,  to  defeat  the  objects  we  have  in  view. 
The  friends  of  the  movement  it  is  hoped  will  exert 
themselves  in  disseminating  correct  inlbrmation  in  their 
respective  neighbourhoods.  We  ask  no  increase  of  tax-? 
ation,  but  a  change  in  the  mode  of  levying  duties.  We 
desire  to  admit  Tea,  Sugar  and  Co/iee  free,  as  Ave  can- 
not produce  them,  and  to  increase  the  duty  on  articles 
competing  with  our  own  industry,  thus  encouraging  the 
o-rowtli  of  manufactures  amongst  us,  and  thereby  pro- 
motin"-  the  best  interests  of  every  class  in   the  com- 

munitv.
